PEKING, June 23.—With the re 
ported death of one Japanese of- 
ficial and the wounding of two 
others at Wu Chow, the mobbing 
of Japanese Consuls at Ching Kiang 
and Chung King. and the killing 
of a Frenchman in Canton during 
the past twenty-four hours, the 
anti-foreign situation in China ap- 
pears to be rapidly approaching a 


crisis. 
A @spatch from  Ning-Po 


says a Chinese mob attacked and 
ransacked several homes in the 
foreign section, including the resi- 
dence of the British customs com- 
miasioner. 

Immediately following this in- 
formation an American and a Jap- 
anese destroyer were dispatched to 
Ning-Po to protect foreign lives 
and property. 

Canton reports the murder of « 
French citizen in an outbreak there 
today, while from Chiangkiang and 
Chungking come dispatches that 
Chinese mobs in those cities at- 
tacked the Japanese consuls. 

The declaration of martial law 
by Gen. Chang Hauch Liang in the 
native city of Shanghai is having a 
pacifyi effect. meets with 
Chang ’ Lin's wishes. Since his 
troops arrived meetings have been 
forbidden and a genera! check has 
been put on agitation. 

In Shanghai today several strik- 
ers crossed into the foreign settle- 
ment and attacked a Chinese nurse 
who had in her care the infant 
child of a British police inspector. 
The strikers carried off both the 
child and the nurse into the native 
city, but later released them. 


HOPEFUL TURN 

The situation of the volunteer 
workers took a hopeful turn to- 
day, despite the spreading of the 
strike to Hong Kong. which, ac- 
cording to reports from there, is 
almost deserted. Thousands of 
Chinese workers are reported to 
have quit their jobe and to have 
left the colony. Steamers are now 
omitting Hong Kong ase a port. 

The Chinese General Chamber of 
Commerce, after consulting with 
the students, the labor unions and 
the commercia! associations, decid- 
ed this afternoon to call off the 
strike in the shops and the banks 
here on Friday after the 
Boat festival, which comes on the 
etmiannual settlement day. 

The Chamber announced in a 
eircular that its original decision to 
end the shop and bank strike on 
Monday was ill advised, but after 
due consideration it has decided to 
end the walkout in the shops and 
the banks Fr.dey independently of 
the strikes in the mills, the fae- 
tories and against the shipping in- 
terests.

NEW YORK, June 23.—New 
hope for victims of tuberculosis 
was held out today by scientists at- 
tending the eighty-first annual 
convention of the American In- 
stitute of Homeopathy, 

Sunlight properly applied, can 
be made the most efficient foe of 
the disease, Dr. William F. Baker 
of the Hahnemann Medica! Col 
lege, Philadelphia, told the Na- 
tlonal Society of Physical Thera- 
peutics, which is meeting with the 
institute.

VOICE FROM AUSTRALIA 

Edward Granville Theodore, who has 
just resigned his position of Premier of 
Queensiand, Australia, where he has been 
at the head of the Labor government for 
five and a half years, has an article in the 
June number of Current History in which 
be sets forth the “grand aceomplishments” 
of his party ip that state, most ot which 
deem to be of a semj-Communistic or pater- 
nal order. Mr. Theodore has high hopes of 
Labor ruling all Australia. He says that it 
has held the government in four of the six 
states for ten years and that it is almost 
certain to capture the rest before long. 

The avowed objective of the Australian 
Labor party, according to Mr. Theodore, is 
“the replacement of the capitalistic institu- 
tions now used for the exploitation of hu- 
man labor.“ Among the “reforms” already 
instituted has been one to abolish further 
sale of land by the state of Queensland and 
to bring 403,000,000 acres under leasehold 
tenure. This is one way of improverishing a 
people, but Mr. Theodore thinks it a won- 
derful plan te have a nation of tenantry in- 
stead of freehoiders. He does not stop to 
consider that tenants rarely take good cere 
of land, that they let the soil run down and 
are interested in it only so far as their 
leases extend. “By this plan,” he says, “we 
placed farmers in possession of land with- 
out mortgage or unearned increment to leg- 
iron them.” But the renting of land is not 
true possession, and how is the farmer ever 
to get a real foothold upon it for himself 
and his heirs? : 

On reading Mr. Theodore’s article one 
finds that a number of ether things in the 
line of paternalism have been done by the 
Labor party, among them the establishment 
of state insurance, the municipal ownership 
of tramways and the carrying of passen- 
gers for long distances at less thag cost on 
state railroads. How this Edenic state of 
affairs, which creates such excessive 1e 
mands on the national treasury, is going to 
continue through a long term of years Mr. 
Theodore does not explain. We have seen 
in this country the sad effeets of municipal 
ownership of street railroads, and along in 
the "30's we saw how the railroads were 
crippled when, in a period of disastrous 
competition, they earried not only passen- 
gers but freight at less than the cost of 
transportation. A government can no bet- 
ter afford to cut rates below cost than a 
corporation, particularly when it is ham-

Speaking of her observations in 
this country, Mile. Volimers said 
she had been impressed with the 
courtesy and hospitality of the 
Americans.

At the table, for instance, the mea 
all get up when @ woman leaves 
and if she returna they get up 
again.
